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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are not clear what structure is intended by the claimed "hydrophilic 
discontinuities separate the hydrophobic zones". Clarification is needed because it 
appears Applicants are trying to define over the art with this feature. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 13-17 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b,e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Goodwin or Rava et al. respectively. 
See the appropriate paragraph of paper 23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goodwin or Rava et al. respectively. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 23. 

Respons to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 6/13/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants state the 6/13/03 amendments clarify the hydrophilic measurements 
zones(2) are surrounded by hydrophobic zones(1) , which in turn are separated by 
hydrophilic discontinuities(5). Applicants state the prior art does not teach the 
discontinuities between the test wells to create separate hydrophobic zones. 

The Office maintains the art also teaches hydrophilic discontinuities in the 
hydrophobic zones (e.g. each hydrophilic zone is also read on a discontinuity in the 
hydrophobic zone).
